ACCUSED OF MURDER. 


Arthur Terry ot Aurora, II., Arrested in 
New Orleaus for Poisoning His First Wife. 
New Okteans, La., March 30.—[Special. |— 
This afternoon detectives arrested at the City 
Hotel Arthur Terry, a young man who is 
charged with murder. Terry arrived in this 
city about two weeks ago from Chicago with 
his bride, whom he had espoused but a short 
time previously. Several days ago Police Su- 
perintendeillt Lucien Adams received a tele- 
gram from the police authorities of Aurora, 
III., giving him adescription of Terry and 
asking his arrest for uxorcide.

PLUNGED DOWN A SHAFT. 


SUICIDE OF THOMAS C. — A 
MISSOURI STATESMAN. 


The ie -e bene Leaves an Ex- 
traordinary Letter Explaining the Cause 
of His Action—He Was Fearful of Be- 
coming Demented, and if He Killed 
Himself Hoped His Friends Would Find 
in His Communication the Statement of 
What Impelled Him to the Deed. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 30.—[Special.|—Ex- 
Lieut.-Gov. Thomas C. Reynolds, Missouri’s 
most prominent statesman, committed sui- 
cide afew minutes afte: 2 o’clocK this after- 
noon by plunging headforemost from the 
third floor of the custom-house through the 
freight-elevator shaft to the basement, a dis- 
tance of eighty feet. -The body was dismem- 
bered and disfigured in a horrible manner 
and was identified only by the clothing. The 
shaft was besmeared with blood from a 
point a few feet below the third floor. The 
body encountered several projections, and 
striking the elevator deluged the car 
and its contents in a ghastly man- 
ner. Gov. Reynolds was attending a ses- 
sion of the United States Court, and was 
transacting. some business in the clerk's 
office but a moment before the terrible dive 
was taken. The shaft is directly opposit the 
Marshal’s office, and a painter who was at 
work in the corridor saw Gov. Reynolds 
saunter carelesly out of the Marshal's office 
across the hall towards the shaft. He opened 
the small gate that incloses the opening, and 
then, deliberately, taking off bis coat, hat, and 
overshoes, cast himself down. It was at first 
thought that his death was due to an acci- 
dent, but a remarkable letter was found, 
bloody and torn, in one of the unfortunate 
man’s pockets, and the missive, which was 
opened by the police, outlined the causes 
which culminated in the tragedy. On the 
envelope was the inscription, ‘“*‘ Memorandum 
to be opened immediately after my death, but 
not before. My last thought wili be for the 
welfare and happiness of my beloved and de- 
voted wife. Thos. C. Rey nolds.” Subjoined 
is the letter: 


Mareh 28, 1887.—T wo years ago, trusting to my 
immunity from fever in a long sojourn at Vera 
Cruz, I exposed myself to night air for about a 
week in the Bay of Panama and at Aspinwall, 
and got the Panama malaria into my system. 1 
thought it eradicated by cha of climate and 
medical treatment, t this winter it 
showed itself again. Outwardly seeming to be 
in almost robust health, I was troubled with the 
malarious 8 pees. which, however, Dr. Jami- 
net was skilifully treating. About ten days ago, 
however, he discovered that I bad latent gout in 
my spine. During all this illness my mind had 
remained clear and strong, although I was nat- 
urally fretful over business 
and disappointments; my affairs be in 
order, an my esta of about 000 
11 and unimpaired. But within the last 
ew days a great ch has come over me. 
Troubled by insomnia and frequent nervousness, 
I suffer from persistent melancholy. My mind 
has begun to wander. I have hallucinations and 
even visions when Iam wide awake of material- 
spirits of deceased relatives and friends urg- 
— me by signs to join them in their worid. Life 
has me a burden to me. I combat the feel- 
ing by resolves to live for the sake of my dear, 
devoted wife, and then agra fear that, becoming 
a 228 or even mental wreck. I will become 
urden to her, with fragile constitution 
and my limited estate and loss of income in such 
an event. before in my life, many years ago.

He ned Maximilian's dis- 
astrous Mexican expedition and was very inti- 
mate with the Emperor. He returned to Mis- 
souri in 1868, and served twotermsin the Legis- 
lature. He was President of the South American 
Commission . eae poe a few i years 
to visit Sou American countries n 
the interest of United States com- 
merce. When the present Administration 
came in be was an applicant for the Mexican 
mission and spent the winter of 1885-'86 in Wash- 
ington. In 1854 Gov. Reynolds fought a duel with 
the late B. Gratz Brown. The trouble between 
the two men grew out of politics. Reynoles was 
a National Democratand Brown a Benton Dem- 
ocrat. Outofthe warm political discussion, in 
which both men participated prominently, there 
sprung a feud which culminated in the duel. It 
was fought on the east side of the river, opposit 
Carondeiet, Mo. Both men fired when the word 
was given and the buiiet from Reynolds’ revolver 
struck Gov. Brown in the left kee. Reynalds . 
was unhurt, but Brown never recovered from 
the lameness consequent to the wound. Rey- 
nolds was a dead shot, and, it was said, did not 
aim to kill Brown, but to maim him, which he 
did. Gov. Reynolds was married twice. His 
first wife was burned to death: several years ago 
in a fire caused by the explosion of a lampina 
building in St. Louis. He was married to his 
second wife about three years ago. |

A Negro Saloonkeepér Asks for Money from 
2 Dead Man's Estate.

. SPRINGFIELD, III., March 30.—[Special.}—

that the Ohio & Mississippi Company had 
complied with the law in that Mr. Tracey 
shown him the transfer books. He 
thought there was one director living in Illi- 
nois of the thirteen on the board. Hethought 
the road had complied with the circular, ex- 
cept that they had made no reports in regard 
to the stock transfers under oath.

KOSCHWITZKI' TELLS HIS STORY IN 
THE SIOUX CITY TRIAL. 


Describing the Murder in Detail and Point- ‘ 
ing Out Arensdorf as the Assasin—A 
_ Rigid Cross-Examination Fails to Break 
the Force of the Witness’ Testimony— 
The Widow of the Slain Preacher Faints 

in Court—The Day's Proceedings. 
Sioux Crry, Ia., March 90.—[Special.}—At 
the opening of court this. morning for the 


was crowded, as it has been for several days 
past, and the usual number of women were 
among the audience. Mrs. Haddock, wife of 
the murdered preacher, sat only a few feet 
from Arensdorf, and paid close attention to 
everything that was said and done during 
the proceedings. She was dressed unas- 
sumingly in heavy mourning. The great 
sorrow which has come upon her life has left 
its plain marks upon her pleasant and ex- 
pressive features. Mrs. Haddock lives in 
Milwaukee, and has just arrived here. She 
will be a guest. at Mrs. Tackeberry’s during 
the rest of the trial.

The Wisconsin Sénate Kills the Bill Pro- 
viding Passes for State Officers.

guarded, under penalty of fine; to prohibit 
any tair association from drawing State aid 
unless the premiums omered are paid in full;

companies. The bill is worthless, as it pro- 
vides no penaity for its violation. 


In Arkansas. 

LittLe Rock, Ark., March 30.—A bill to 
provide for the settiing of the undisputed 
State debt, which last night passed the Sen 
ate by a unanimous vote, today passed the 
House by alarge majority and has gone to 
the Governor for his signature. The total 
debt is a little above $5,000,000, $3,000,000 be- 
ing accumulated interest. The bill provides 
for using the money now in the sinking fund, 
whenever exceeding 000, to purchase 
bonds and matured coupons, after 1 
for bids, also for issuing certificates 0 
State indebtedness, in various sums, to be 
exchanged at par value for undisputed bonds 
ana matured coupons; these certificates to 
be receivable at par in payment of a sinking- 
fund tax of one mill on all taxable values, 
for all State taxes on liqyor agg and for 
all forfeited lands by the State. The Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, and the Treasurer 
are constituted a State board to carry out the 
purposes of the bill. Debates on the bill in 

th Houses developed very strong feeling 
favorable to paying the debt, the only differ- 
ences being as to methods.

Contents of a Confederate Musket. 

Charles Folsom of Boscawen traded recent- 
ly with J. Edwin Gage, the gunsmith of this 
city. for two old army muskets, which were 
called in the trade worth about $1 each. Fol- 
som took the muskets home and offered to 
give one of them to a neighbor fora day’s 
-work. The night before he was to get rid of 
it he set about fixing it up à little, in the 
course of which he detected a rattle about 
the stock. In seeking for the cause of the 
noise he removed the lock, then the barrel, 
and finally the strip of iron on the butt of the 
stock. This disclosed the secret. The butt had 
been neatly hollowed out, making a good- 
sized treasure box. In it were six 50 cent 
silver coins, three Bent ones, two 80 bills 
of Confederate money, a musket ball, and a 
letter. The latter was written by the wife 
of a Confederate soldier to her husband, and 
described a visit by the Yankees a short time 
before, and the capturé by them of her 
father.

Adoption of a Constitution and Election of 
Officers—Special Objects of the Organi- 
zation—Action Desired in Reference to 
Varying Lien Laws—The Proper Form 
of Contract—Manual-Training Schools 
to Be Encouraged.

Master Builders reassembled yesterday morning. 

The most important part of the day's proceed- 
ings was the election of officers. They are: 

President, J. Milton Blair of Cincinnati; Vice-

er of New York. President Biair is a large, 


handsome man and a good talker. Mr. Stevens | 


isaniron manufacturer and President of the 
Master Builders’ Exchange of Philadelphia. He 
is below the medium hight, quite gray, and full 
of fun. Mr. Sayward is the liveliest and the 
wittiest man in the convention. accepting 
the office of First Vice-President. Mr. Stevens 
made a speech, comprised chiefly of building 
statistics, but closing with gound and logical 
conclusions on the labor question. He said some 
timid persons had asked what attitude the mas- 
ter builders would take toward the laboring 
classes. Some had an idea it would be an ag- 
gressive one. Nothing was more improbable. 
“ What we want to do,” he exclaimed, “is to ap- 
peal to the conservative class of workingmen— 
those who are not led by demagogs. We want to 
teach them that we are their friends and not 
their enemies. Our interests are identical. We 
want to sit down on the labor agitators and suf- 
fer no outside interference. Crush out the walk- 
ing delegate and there will be no more strikes.“

quire, preserve, and disseminate valuable infor- 


mation connected with the building trades; to-

The better to accom- 
plish these objects this association shall encour. 
the establishment of builders’ exchanges 
in every city and town of importance throughout 
the country, and shall aid them to organize upon 
some general system that will not conflict with 
local customs and interests, in order that through 
these filial associations the lutions and rec- 
ommendations of this National association may 
be promulgated and adopted throughout the 
country. embership sh be established on 
the basis of associations or exchanges as follows: 
Properly incorporated or duly organized builders’ 
exchanges rep nting collectively employers 
in the various trddes concerned in the erection, 
construction, and completion of build shall 
be entitled to membership upon application and 
acceptance by the Board of Directors. Not more

The officers are a President, Vice-President, 
Secre „Treasurer, and one member at large 
from each city represented, named by the delega- 
tion from that city, who together constitute a 
Board of Directors. The President, Vice-Presi- 
dents, Secretary, and Treasurer constitute an 
Executive Committee, and as such shall see that 
all orders of the association and Board of Direct- 
ors are carried out. The President appoints the 
committees from the Board of Directors, includ- 

a Legislative Committee and a Committee on 
Statistics. The lative Committee is 
te observe, investiga and report to the 
Board of Directors upon any proposed 
action by legislative bodies that may 
affect the interests of builders; to prepare such 
forms of legislation as they may deem wise for 
the best interests of the building trades, and pre- 
sent them to the board for action. The Commit- 
tee on Statistics is o formulate plans for the 
securing of statistics of importance to the build- 
ing trades. Other sections of the constitution 
provide for representation in conventions, way 
of transact usiness, etc. 

The special committee. appointed to name a 
place and date of holding the next convenuon 
reported that the first Tuesday in Feb- 
ruary, 1888, had been settled upon as 
the date and Cincinnati as the place.

Scribner of the St. Paul de tion then invited 
the delegates to visit. St. after the conven- 
tion bro up. Arrangements had been made 
for a special train to start from Chicago Satur- 
day afternoon and get back Monday. Quite a 
number expressed their intention of going. 

P. B. Wight of C read an interesting 
paper on contract system, the essence of 
which was that all blank forms of contracts for 
building should be uniform, that such forms 
should protect the builder as well as the owner, 
and that when some approved form of contract 
is adopted it is the. duty of every builder and 
contractor to insist on its use. He offered a res- 
olution to the effect that a committee be ap- 
pointed to confer with the Board of Trustees of 
the American Institute of Architects with a view 
of adopting the same form of contract that is 
used by that organtzation. 

The following resolutions were submitted and 
— — to the proper committees without dis- 
cussion: 

By the Cincinnati delegation—Resolved, That 
the Standing Committee on Legislation be in- 
structed to examine the personal lien laws of 
the several States for the purpose of reporting a 
lien law that can be presented to the Legisla- 
tures by the local organizations of each State, 
with a view of obtaining a uniform law in all the

By the New York delegation—WHEREAS, The 
term master,“ so often used on this floor, and 
so frequentiy used in the various organiza- 
tions representing building-trades organizations 
throughout the Nation, is aterm that indicates 
the condition of servant, and is ore that time 
and circumstance have, to a great extent. caused 
to grate harshly upon the ears of sensitive peo- 
ple; therefore, be it . 

Resolved, That it is the Sense of this conven- 
tion that the term of master should be, as far as 
possible, eliminated from the titles and records 
of all societies and organizations hereafter hav- 
ing representation in this National Association 
of Builders. 

By the Cincinnati delegation—Aesolved, That 
the increasing demand for mechanics in 
each of the branches of the several building 
trades requires that the restrictions now existing 
in the matter of the number of apprentices al- 
lowed by the present labor organizations be mod- 
ified, as they are unjust to both employer and 
employé; and that manual-training schools be 
instituted and fostered by the various exchanges 
and trad izations.

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NO ADVANCES IN SALARIES. 


The Council’ Knocks Off the Additional 
Dollars Voted to Police and Firemen. 

The City Council in special séssion resumed its 
weary work on the Appropriation bill yesterday 
afternoon. The total appropriation of $612,000 
for street-lighting was approved, although Ald. 
Wetherell endeavored to cut it by $40,000, as he 
considered the allowance that much in excess of 
the requirements. 

The remainder of the bill was approved to the 
end without debate. 

Ald. Colvin at this juncture announced from 
the chair that the appropriation is $185,000 in ex- 
cess of the limit. The momentous work of re- 
consideration was then entered upon. On mo- 
tion of Ald. Cullerton the salaries of the four City- 
Hall watchmen were increased from 8000 to $720 
per yeareach. Ald. Drew moved to increase the 
salaries of the fifty-three fire Captains from $1,200 
to $1,500, and after voting down Ald. Lyke's mo- 
tion to table the motion passed by a vote of 19 to 
11. The departmental ra of 5 per cent does 
not apply, under terms of the motion, to this 
specia ipcrease. Ald. Dixon moved 
to raise the salaries of the  twenty- 
seven Police Lieutenants: from $1,500 each 
to $1,700. Ald. Eisfeldt instantly amended with 
a motion to raise the salaries in the entire Police 
Department 5 per cent. Ald. Wetherell took the 
floor with some strong remarks on “ the infernal 
practice of raising sularies. A score ef Alder- 
men at once arose to accuse him of having 
started the practice in committee. Aid. Manierre 
declared thut the city could not stand the outlay 
of $61,000, which the increase of 5 per cent in the 
Police Department would entail. The Chair 
ruled Ald. Eisfeldt's motion to be a substitute 
and the Chair put it on its passage. The roll was 
called amid considerable excitement, and the fol- 
lowing vote recorded:

In view 
of this fact. he moved as an amendment that the 
bill be passed as amended and goto the Mayor 
for settiement. Both the motion and amendment 
were voted down, after stormy debate. Aid. Hull 
then moved that all increases of salary made by 
the committee and the Council be stricken out 
and that salaries be the same as last year.

Bailey. Out of the first half of the million 
dollars to be paid him by the United 
States for maintaining the jetties he bequeaths 
$45,000 to James Andrews of Allegheny City, Pa., 
and $10,000 to the widow of W. Milnor Roberts; 
also one-half of $25,000 to Mrs. Barton Bates, and 
one-half of $26,281 to Mrs. Ward, née Bailey. He 
bequeaths to the widow of his former partner, 
William S. Nelson of St. Louis,$10.000 and interest 
out of the first $500,000 to be paid by the United 
States when due. Besides his compensation for 
services on the work at the jetties, J. A. Ubsdell, 
son-jn-law of the deceased, is given $10,000 to be 
paid out of the first half-million, and a like 
amount out of the second half.

CHURCH AGAINST CHURCH. 


New York Protestants Oppose a Catholic 
Project—The Church and State. 

New Lokk. March 28.—The Evangelical Alli- 
ance has.started a vigorous campaign in this city 
against a bill introduced into the New York Leg- 
islature by Senator Murphy with regardto the 
Roman Catholic Protectory and its proposed cus- 
tody over homeless children. The chief provis- 
ions of the bill are in effect: That the courts 
shall put all children from 7 to 12 years of age 
found homeless in the care of the Roman Catho- 
lic Protectory, no matter whothe children are 
or whence they come, and that the protectory 
shall have a part of the public school fund. To 
a reporter the Rev. Dr. Crosby said today: 

„This is an outrageous bill. The idea of hand- 
ing over all these homeless waifs indiscriminate- 
ly to the care of the Catholic Church is in itself 
unreasonable, but the ag ig allowing the 
protectory a portion of the school fund is as 
much as to say that the Roman Catholic Church 
is the established church of the State, and is 
recognized as such by our Legislature. In the 
very monstrosity of the idea lies its weakness. 
It seems almost impossible to conceive of its 
ever passing, and yet there is no telling what a 
success the venture may have unless firmly o 
posed. The bill was introduced, I think, early 
in the session, and was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Literature. I am not aware that the com- 
mittee has yet reported on it. We are formulat- 
ing a monster tition against this pernicious 
bill. All the Protestant churches are joining 
heartily in the movement, and are obtaining sic- 
natures so rapidly that I hope to be able to for- 
ward it to Albany before the end of the week.”

THE OTTAWA “ CONVENTION,” 

It is very evident that the handful of ob- 
structers from the Illinois River sities who met 
in what they call a con vention at Ottawa Tues- 
day mean 1o use every means in their power 
to defeat the Chicago drainage purification 
scheme if possible. The resolutions adopted 
are in the main r 
production of the “learned person who 

has been contributing long-winded ignorant 
articles on sewage by filtration to a paper 
owned by the Chairman of Tuesday’s con- 
vention at Joliet. Any appearance of mod- 
eration in the last resolution is intended to 
deceive. It is meaut to offer amendments to 
the drainage bills which will render it impos- 
sible for Chicago to accept them. The too 
astute gentlemen will find that Chicago is not 
at their mercy. If they succeed in having 
hostile and impossible amendments fastened 
on the bills, or in having consideration of 
them postponed for two years, Chicago 
can adopt other methodsof drainage and 


fairly well for a year, until the upper-river 
towns can see that they are standing in their 
own light and opposing their best interests, 
if it turns out that her delegacdon of forty 
members have not enough influence with the 


| Legislature tocarry the drainage bills on their 


merits. Under the existing law wecan enlarge 
the capacity of the pumping-works at Bridge- 


larger stream of sewage down the canal and 
through: Joliet, winter as. well as summer. 
The canal bridges can be raised higher at 
little expense, so as to let the boats pass under 
them, and we can build the dam at Summit 
higher and stronger, 80 as to prevent the 
flow of the spring flood waters of the Upper 
Desplaines into the Chicago River, which 
carries the sewage out towards the watér- 
supply crib. We can raise sufficient money 
tor those purposes without any troudie. 

We have now a fund of 81, 500.000 in the 
City Treasury, increasing at the rate of $1,000 
per day, and which will increase more rapidly 
under our next administration, for improv- 
ing and extending our water supply. 

The original tunnels to the crib were so 
constructed as to provide for their being car- 
ried out further into the lake. Mr. Ches- 
brough, under whose superintendence they 
were built, always maintained that the tun- 
nel could be carried out a mile further by 
using air pressure to hold up the roof and 
preventing the lake from breaking through 
the blue clay in which the tunnel is exca- 
vated. Ifthe lake tunnel were pushed out 
half a mile further: the sewage carried 
out into the lake in the spring would 
rarely extend that far. At the distance of a 
mile further the sewage mat not spread 
that far outin ten or twenty years to come. 


It the drainage bills are defeated by the Leg- 


islature listening to pig-headed or knavish 
obdjections—for there is kuavery in alliance 
witn ignorance at the bottom of it— 
Chicago can begin the work on this extension 
the ensuing summer. The cost will not be 
great, and can be easily met from the ample 
water fund. The improved methods of erib- 
gonstruction and of tunnel-making will 
greatly facilitate the work while 8 
the expense. The freshets caused by the 

floods of the spring barely carry the 


sewage to the present crib, It may not reach 
8,000 feet beyond once in a dozen years. 


Thus can we secure an abundant supply of 
absolutely pure lake water for a long time to 
come at a very moderate cost. In the mean- 
time -the Chicago sewage will flow down 
through the canal under the nostrils of the 
dog-in-the-manger obstructers. They will 
have nei cher pure water from us nor an im- 
proved waterway. 

It is a great mistake for the gentlemen of 
the convention “ to suppose they have Chi- 
cago cornered and that they can dictate 
onerous terms. Chicago has the means to 
take abundant care of herself, notwitnstand- 
ing their obstructive tactics. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the Legis- 
lature will not entertain any hostile or impos- 
sible amendments from this little faction of 
selfish, shortsighted malcontents and that 
they will not postpone action on the bills. 
Chicago is willing to do ali that is reasonable 
and fair and within her ability, but she re- 
fuses to be blackmailed. The bilis are in 
themselves meritorious, and members of the 
Legislature should act on them on their mer- 
its intelligently, and not be influenced by 
the selfish clamor of a coterie of soi-disant pub- 
lic guardians who are working for personal 
schemes kept in the background. 


THE OUTCOME OF GEORGEISM. 

What would be the outcome of Henry 
George’s scheme as set forth in his lecture 
and book, supposing it could be put into oper- 
ation? Its first effect would be to abolish all 
private ownership in land and make all free- 
holders renters. That is the fundamentai 
principle upon which he has built up his en- 
tire grotesque scheme. Private property in 
land is robbery,” he says. And again, “ Pri- 
vate property in land is bold, base, enormous 

wrong, like that of chattel slayery,” To 
break down this private ownership, now 
possessed by millions of families, he will 
levy all taxes on land clear up to its rental 
value, wipe out the freehoiders, and make 
them State tenants—more literally State 
serfs—reproducing the present miserable 
conditions of India, Egypt, Ireland, and of 
Russia before the emancipation of the serfs. 
That emancipation’ changed 30 millions of 
land-renting serfs into freeholders. For the 
independence, therefore, of private owner- 
ship we should have the misery of State ten- 
antry, resulting in the enrichment of the 
officeholders comprising the ** State” and the 
impoverishment ot the multitude who culti- 
vate the soil. 

Second, Henry George boldly advocates the 
throwing open of our markets free to all Eu- 
rope. This would involve a deficit of 200 
millions of revenue. To make.good this short- 
age he would levy 200 millions in taxes upon 
the farms of American husbandmen, the 
hardest-worked class in this country. 

Third, the George scheme would abolish ali 
taxes, National and State, on liquor and add 
150 millions a year to the taxes of farm ana 
lot owners to replace the loss. He would 
repeal the forty or fifty millions a year tax on 
tobaceo and reimpose it on the farms and 
city lots, He would make the land pay 
everything; he would pile on one or two dill- 
ions of tax rents on farms and lots, which 
means the confiscation of land value, not 
stopping short of force even to

The bill introduced into the Illinois Senate 
by Mr. Forman “to prevent gambling in 
grain, provisions, or other farm produce” is 
@ curious document. It provides, in effect, 
that no one shall be permitted to buy or sell 
for future delivery any kind of farm produce 
unless he be a farmer. All other parties who 
buy or sell grain or provisions can only do so 
by instantaneous transfer of the paper which 
certifies to ownership of the vroperty s0 


bought or sold, or a written contract with the 


producer of the same that it will be delivered 
in due time. To insure against evasion of 
the law it is provided that it shall 
be the duty of every party mak- 
ing such a sale to furnish a written 
| statement containing the names of the 
parties from whom the property was bought, 
etc., and to keep the same, with a record of 
the party to whom it was sold, in a book 


which shall at all times be open to inspection 
by the Judges, the State’s Attorney, or the 


foreman of any grand jury that may desire 
to examine such record. A failure to comply 
with these terms, or the permitting of a vio- 
lation of the law upon the premises controlled 
by any owner or agent, is to be visited by a 
heavy penalty, it being stated to be “ the in- 
tention of this act to prevent, punish, and 
prohibit in this State ali gambling transac- 
tions in grain, provisions. or other farm 
produce, no matter where conducted in this 
State.” 

The fact that the penalties in this bili are 
not to apply to sales by farmersof grain or 
other produce sold by them either for imme- 
diate or future delivery sufficiently exposes 
its absurdity. By allowing one section of the 
community to do What is unlawful for others 
even to attempt to do it is self-branded as un- 
constitutional. But supposing such a law 
could be enforced, the result would be most 
disastrous, and that to the very class which 
it is professedly intended to benefit and pro- 
tect. Such a law would bring back the good 
old times”? when wheat sold at 50 cents per 
bushel so long as any but an insignificant 
quantity remained in the hands of the pro- 
ducer, and was then liable to advance to three 
times as much when bought for consump- 
tion. And there would be strict justice in an 
important difference between these two sets 
of prices, as well as good warrant for it. So 
long as the farmer is not enough of a cap- 


italist to be able to carry his own crop through 


a considerable part of the year he must 
either borrow from some one who has the 
money to spare or sell to an intermediate 
buyer. In the absence of the latter he would 
have to pay usurious rates to the former, 
which would probabiy prove a much greater 
burden than any that he is called upon to 
bear now. The intermediate, or “ middie 
man,” is at present willing to operate on a 
comparatively small profit because he knows 
that on a speculative market he can always 
sell his risk to another man whenever condi- 
tions seem to make that desirable. If he 
were obliged to stand the chances of a de- 
cline through several months of holding the 
property he would not assume the risk with- 
out an equally large margin of possible 
profit, and the more the speculative market 
is repressed by legislation the greater is the 


gulf of possible loss that steres in the face 


the middle man who undertakes to tide over 
the produce of the farm between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. It is a point that 
should never be forgotten in this discussion 
that before the War wheat sold in this city 
at 50 and 60 cents per bushel, and there were 
then no reaping machines or other of the 


modern appliances for cheapening the cost of 


production, The railroad and the steamship 
have done a great deal in lessening the dif- 
ference between the cost on the tarm and in 
the places where the food is eaten; but the 
existence of a speculative market has con- 
tributed to the same result in no small de- 
gree. Abolish that, and wedo a great deal 
towards bringing back the price conditions 
of a quarter of a century ago, when the 
farmer always obtained but a shade above 
starvation prices, simply because he was 
every time at the mercy of the buyer. 

It should be observed, however, that the 
preceding remarks do not apply to bucket- 
shops. The so-called trading in those insti- 


tutions does not help one iota in the carry- 


ing of the produce of the farmer between 
the time that it is ready for market and that 
at which it is actually wanted by the ulti- 
mate consumer. An effective bill to repress 
the bucket-shop would be a very good thing. 
A law to prevent the speculation which helps 
to hold the produce of the farm on the line 
between the two classes spoken of would be 
avery bad one. The latter kind of trading 
may be designated as gambling, and in part 
may be so, but to suppress it in the hope of 
benefiting the farmer would be like “ cut- 
ting off the nose to spite the face.” 


THE COUNTY BUDGET BILL. 

The General Assembly has at last got 
through with one Cook County bill—the one 
requiring the consent of a majority of the 
abutting property-owners along each mile of 
street before city or village authorities can 
grant a right of way for -street, steam, or 
other railways. This, in effect, is a repeal of 
a law created without warrant of statute or 
common law by a judicial decision, and is 


protection against apprehended, rather than 


actual, boodleism. The Governor’s signature 
to the bill is not a matter of doubt. He has 


done nothing in the veto line since he was 


elected this time, and will hardly begin now. 
But what is needed for Chicago and Cook 
County is protection not so much against 


possible a8 actual abuse of authority, and the | 


Legislature should enact several pending 
measures, more especially the County Budget 
bill, which has passed the Senate and is be- 
fore the House buried under an avalanche of 
bills having precedence of it in the usual 
order of business. It must be dug out and 
put upon its passage. There will not be much 
more done until after tke spring elections 
next Tuesday, and tomorrow the adjourn- 
ment will be until Wednesday; but after that 
there should be a buckling down to hard and 
steady work. 

There is really nothing novel in the Budget 
bill, although it would be little short of revo- 
lutionary in its effect. It simply proposes to 
apply to the county the checks and counter- 
checks in matters of finance which have been 
found necessary in city, State, and National 
affairs, with such incidental changes apposit 
thereto as can be secured in that connection. 
This bill does not change the terms of mem- 
bers of the board nor provide for the election 
of a Chairman by the people, but it does re- 
quire the passage of annual appropriation 
bills, with all the restrictions therein in- 
volved, and makes the County Clerk ex-officio 
County Auditor. The boodleism into which 
Cook County has drifted is largely the fault 
of our system. Of course, no defect in the 
machinery of any public trust can excuse its 
breach, but it may enter largely into its ex- 
planation. Such a bill ought to have been 
passed long ago. Other counties besides 
Cook need it. The present county system 
is much the same as it would be for a busi- 
ness-man to dispense with ledgers and de- 
pend upon memory and memoranda extries. 
It came into vogue when County Super- 
visors, as they were then called, had very 
little to do except to look after a few 
odds and ends of local public affairs. 
The Supervisors were then selected from the 
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@ few times in the year to receive, audit, 
and pass upon bills against the county. The 
present abuses are of latter-day growth. 
Nowadays the functions of county govern- 
ment are as well defined as those of any part 
of our complex’ system of government, and 
county expenses as calculable in advance as 
National, State, municipal, or town. The 
county has its fisonl year, and its beginning 
is, as it clearly should be, sandwiched in be- 
tween the close of the assessment and the 
commencement of the collection of taxes. 
After valuations have been fixed the county 
determines, within the limitations of law, 
the tax levy, basing it upon the probable re- 
quirements of the several branches of ex- 
penditure for the ensuing year. That estimate 
should not be haphazard or in a lump, but 
as specific or differentiated as if the appro- 
priations were to come out of a city, State, or 
National Treasury. Such reform must be 
the foundation of permanent relief from ring 
plundering. 


THE TORY COERCION BILL. 

Mr. Gladstone’s exposure of the real char- 
acter of the Tory Coercion bill is timely. It 
gives the world a glimpse of one of the most 
unjust, oppressive, and despotic acts ever 
conceived by a civilized nation in dealing 
with the wrongs of one of ite dependencies. It 
is in all its principal features a monstrous 
usurpation of the rights of Magna Charta, in- 
tended not only to subjugate but to degrade 
Ireland and to force the payment of rentals 
beyond the productive capabilities of the 
tenants. 

It is not necessary to go further than the 
jury provisions of the Coercion bill to show 
ite injustice. In certain classes of crimes it 


abolishes the jury system altogether. In all 


other cases it directly denies the Magna 
Charta right ot every man to be tried by a jury 
of his peers. It not only so increases the pow- 
ers of magistrates that they may tence 
men charged with intimidation or boycotting 
to six months’ hard labor, they being the sole 
judges of what constitutes intimidation and 
boycotting, but it absolutely excludes the 
peers of prisoners from the jury-box, and 
thus substantially packs the jury against 
them; and, asif this were not enough, pro- 
vides that the Irish trials shall be held in 
london, which, as Mr. Gladstone says, is a 
blow at the national feeling of Ireland which 
will aggravate every existing evil. It would 
be far more honest for the Tories to abolish 
the jury system entirely. In that case men 
might now and then obtain justice. Under 
the jury provisions of the Coercion bill there 
can be no hope of their ever obtaining it. 
And this kind of injustice the bill proposes to 
make permanent! The Pall Mall Gasette aptly 
and justly criticises this attack upon jury 
rignts: 

It is a fraud. and English people can eas!

Finally, this monstrous bill makes provision 
for rigid censorship of the Irish press and 
for the absolute suppression of the National 
League, and thereby cuts off all freedom of 
speech or printed opinion, No wonder that 
Mr. Gladstone, contemplating the savagery 
of this bill, declared that it made one’s blood 
boil. It denies even the common fundamental 
rights of law and justices to the Irish people. 
It applies to them a rule based upon absolute 
force, and proposes to perpetuate it, thereby 
putting the stamp of inferiority upon them; 
and ail this because the tenants cannot 
pay their rents and the landlords. in most 
cases will not reduce them. Coercion 
is not to be applied because there has been 
an increage of crimeor outrages. Mr. Glad- 
stone has exposed tne falsity of this excuse. 
Coercion is to be putin operation as it has 
been in India, and as it was when the Egyp- 
tians were spoiled, to grind the Irish still 
further down and squeeze the last penny 
that can be got out of their wretched exist- 
ence. It may be that such a bill can pass. 
It may be that the mugwump Unionists will 
help to pass it, even. But if it should it will 
be a sorry day for English Toryism. The 
whole civilized world will rise and cry out 
against such monstrous brutality and in- 
justice. 


Mr. E. 8. Dreren, a prominent Democratic 
banker, in an interview yesterday stated the 
following home truths: 

His [Nelson’s] election moons e injury to 
business. Eastern capital wil withdrawa 
and „1 men will go 3 rather than en- 

usiness. The workingmen are being 
misled.

“spelling” the sturdy chopper in swinging 
his ax, 


Tun people of the West Division may form 
some idea of the result that would follow the 
success of the Socialistic ticket by contem- 
plating what would happen in case the So- 
cialist Altpeter were elected.

In Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 30.—[Specia!.|—The 
results of the workings of the new registra- 
tion law in Cleveland have been very de- 
cided. It is accompanied by restrictions that 
makes the polls very orderly. The 4 o’clock 
closing clause insures earlier returns, and 
the vote is reduced but slightly; no more, in 
fact, than what are thought to be fraudulent 
votes in the colored and Bohemian wards 
when the voting was not restricted. The 
present law is the second, and provides for 
registration every fall. Before spring ele- 
tions new voters are allowed to reg- 
ister. There was no registration law 
before the last mre oe in April, 
1885. But in April, 1886, 20,912 voters regis- 
tered, and an estimate on the census gave 
about 37,000 votes to the city. The voters 
numbered 20,875, but a few less than the 
registration. In the fall of 1886—a State 
election—232,196 vc ters registered on the city 
poll books and 80,289 votes were cast. An 
estimate based on the census gave the city 
38,500 votes. There were l, new votes 
registered on the poll books this spring, 
making the total number of voters eligible to 
take part in Monday’s election is

Mr. Richardson’s investigations show that 
no other kinds of human food are adulterated 
to such an extent. Mr. Richardson incident- 
ally mentions a New York spice-grinder who 
within a short time worked off 5,000 pounds 
of cocoanut husks. 

It is estimated at the Treasury Department 
that there has been a decrease of about 812.

OHANGES BY THE RAILKOADS, 


The Pennsylvania Line Notifies the Agents 
What They Are to Do. 

Pirrssend, Pu., March 30.—The Pennsyiva- 
nia Compuny operating lines west of Pitts- 
burg issued its official circular today for its 
passenger department in conformity with 
the provisions of the Inter-State Commerce 
bill. The agents are instructed to restore 


passenger rates to the full regular tariff and 
to be sure to sell no tickets for less than the 
specified rates, All sub-agents are to be dis- 
at once, Special or reduced rates 
for all classes of ns, including those 
heretofore issued on account of freight-ship- 
manufacturers, commercial trayelers, 
2 eatrical companies. cireuses, base · ball clubs, 
students, hunters, fishermen, steamboatmen, 
police, members of the press, hotels, charity, 
jaborers, National soldiers’ homes, Mayors’ 
orders, and sisters of charity, are abolished. 
Mileage tickets of eyery kind, except adver- 
tising, are withdrawn. Contracts made with 
local newspapers for the year 1887 te pay for 
advertising and transportation, however, will 
be carmed out. Local tickets to ministers 
will be continued at two cents per mile, as 
will also round-trip tickets for thirty days. 
The circular is dated March 30 and will go 
into effect April 1. There will be no change 
in the rates on the regular commuta- 
uon tickets. Special commutation rates, 
however, to 8 persons will 
be canceled. e purchaser of tickets 
will be allowed the 0»rivilege of 
checking 150 pounds of personal baggage 
on each ticket. Passes will be issued to the 
employés of tile passenger departments of 
connecting lines, but not on account of or to 
any member of their families, only upon re- 
quest of an officer cénnected with such de- 
partment. Particular stress is placed upon 
the responsibility that rests upon nts, 
who are specially instructed to be careful to 
follow the letter of the law, as they are indi- 
vidually liable toa heavy fine. All lines op- 
erated by the Pennsylvania Company, the 
Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg Rai Com- 
pany, and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & Bt. 
Louis Railroad Company are governed by 
this erder. It emoraces 2,451 miles of road. 
There are twenty-five separate tables, each 
about the size of an ordinary four- news- 
paper, used to display the classifications and 
the tariffs under each, and besides these 
there is a tabie of local rates several feet 
uare. A leading official of the 8 
nia Road who has assisted in the readjust- 
ment of the tariff under the new bill says: 
The main points are that one genenal classifica- 
tion will be used for all business passing over our 
system. In fact, the same classification will be 
used by all lines north of the Ohio east of the 
Mississippi Rivers. This is in itself a great change, 
tak the place, as it does. of twenty-seven 
classifications which have up to this time been in 
use. The main classifications in use before were 
the onet Sound, divine by articles into thirteen 
Classes ; the west- bound. divided into five elusses ; 
the joint merchaadise divided, into seven classes; 
and the Middle and Western States. The pres- 
ent classification is a consolidation of these. Un- 
der the new rates the same tariffs apply to ship-. 
ments in either direction for the same distance. 
‘The readjastment has not been with a view to 
comply with the law, but in making them 
the bill has been construed literally and applied 
to all lines so as not to make any greater charge 
for the short haul than the long one. The rate 
on grain is reduced from o to cents, which is 
only a theoretical reduction, as most of the 
weaker lines from the West have been con- 
tracting for grain at very much less than 
tariff. Live stock from the West will remain the 
same. In a majority of cases the rates will show 
marked decrease as com with some of the 
old ones.

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THE GREAT IOWA GEYSER. 
Unsuccessful Efforts to Control It—How It 


Breathes, 

Belle Plaine (Ia.) Union: We have hoped 
from week to week to be able to announce the 
successful stoppage or control of our great 
well, but week after week has passed with no 
further promise of success, and while we 
have contemplated giving a full history of 
this wonderful well and the attempts to con- 
trol it, the demand for particulars of its pres- 
ent condition impels us to give some facts 
even though the complete sketch be left fora 
future time. 

The first attempts to control the weil were, 
first, the insertion of a 16-inch pipe made of 
one-quarter inch boiler iron. Seventy-seven 
feet of this was in

of sight. The situation when . King, the 
present cou r, took — was: The 
water was boiling up at the surface, while the 
iron-pipe and cone were both down the well— 
somewhere. It was believed that these could 
be felt by soundings, but it is evident by 
present soundings tuey have been grad- 
ually settling down into the sand stratum 
from which the water comes. Mr. King put in 
& pipe sixteen inches in diameter. It is made 
of 3-16th iron. He succeeded in getting 162 
feet and five inches of this pipe m the hole 
before he met with an obstruction which im- 
peded ita progress. This leaves a space of 

feet and seven inches from the bottom 
of his casing to the bottom of the 
original hole through the 
the u side of 
um. @ presumption is the obstruction 
met by his casing was the Woy ot the or 
cone originally put down. is next work 
was to throw rock around the outside of the 
casing with a view of shutting off the flow 
outside and driving it mio the casing. It is 
impossible to say just how many feet he has 
filled around the casing with rock, but we are 
able to account for over seventy-five feet of 
stone filling, besides an immense —.— of 
sand, clay, broken brick, etc. During all 
this time the flow through the cas 
was spasmodic. Some days it would flow an 
others not. Of the effort to secure 
“dead water“ by the erection of a dam or 
tank it is not necessary to speak now. After 
several ineffectual attempts to accomplish 
this a sound of the inside of the casing 
was made, and it was found that it was 


choked up with sand fully eleven feet from 


the bottom. This was pumped out, and im- 
media the water came rushing out of the 
casing, throwing out sand. There was no 
little rejoicing over this, and it was believed 
to be the beginning of the end. But the re- 
oicing was short-lived. After a couple of 
ours the pipe and the rock filling surround- 
ing it took a Sh Sen ae the sand had 
washed out from below. An attempt to raise 
the pipe was unsuccessful, and it became 
necessary to lower the di which carried 
the water off to correspond with the mouth 
of the pipe. After this was done more rock 
and clay was thrown in. The water mean- 
while was not coming out from around the 
casing. So far there has been no headway 
made in filling around the casing. It set- 
tles down as fast as thrown in. One day, 
after working all day hard, there was a foot 
less filling around the pipe than when work 
began in the morning, and now of the seventy- 
five or more feet of filling he has put in thereis 
less than twenty feet of it around the casing, 
so that the outlook for filling up around the 
casing does not look very encouraging. The 
water is now rushing outof the casing with 
great force and is vomiting out sand and 
gravel. Itis this movement of sand that 
causes the settling of the rock and other 
filling. It is unfortunate, too, that in conse- 
quence of this new movement of sand and 
water the wells up town have been tapped 
and ceasea to flow. 

The unknown quantity in the solving of 
the problem of controlling this well is tne 
depth of the sand stratum from which the 
water comes. It may be twenty-five feet 
and it may be 250 or 2,500. It now seems as 
if the bottom of this (presumably sohd rock) 
must be found before a foundation can 
be secured. It is evident that the big 
Eee and the cone have both gone into 
his stratum. The presumption is that a 
vacuum has been created there immediately 
underneath the hole, and the motion of the 
water keeps the sand loose and in constant 
motion, so that any weight will gradualiy 
settle down into it. The pipe put in by Mr. 
King is held up by chains fastened to cross 
ties on top of the ground. If it were not for 
this it would probably settle like its prede- 
cessors. 


A peculiar fact regarding this well is its 


, which is as regular as a 
clock, and at a rate of forty to flity pulsa- 
tions per minute. This has been noticeable 
ever since the first break, and is more 80 
now since the water comes direct through 
the casing. 

We regret we are not able to announce the 
attempt to control the well a success. It 
would give us great pleasure to do so, but we 
= the facts as they are, not as we should

Jackson Tells the (Story of His Famous 
Duel with Dickinson. 

In a paper in the Southern Bivowacfor April 
the following conversation between Gen. 
Harding and Gen. Jackson relative to Jack- 
son’s duel with Dickinson is given: 

In conversation with Gen. Jackson one 
day Isaid: General, isa brave man ever 
frightened?’ 

„ don’t know that Iam competent to an- 
swer that question,’ said he. I replied: The 
world accords you as much bravery as is pos- 
‘sessed by any man.’ . 

„If that be so, sir,’ said the General, ‘I 
would say I have been as badly frightened 
as a geutleman ought ever to be. 

“*T said, *‘ N that was in some of 
your Indian fights?’ 

“*No,’ said he, ‘it was when I went on the 
field with Dickinson. I knew him to be a 
cool, brave, determined man, and the best 
shot lever saw, and I never expected to 
leave the field alive. I owe my life to the 
fashion of the day—the full-breasted coat. 
This and the peculiar corfformation of my 
much-sunken chest were all that saved me. 
Dickinson’s bullet struck what appeared to 
be the centre of my body under the right 
arm, and the ball grazed my breastbone. I 
had gone upon the field determined pot to 
fire at Dickinson, but to discharge my pistol 
in the air, having no ground of quarrel with 
him, and not wishing to, hurt a hair of his 
head.
